The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 33-53 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or render 
obvious a mechanical clockwork having an escapement with an escape wheel and an 
anchor with areas cooperating with the escape wheel, the anchor or escape wheel and 
the areas having a DCL coating. 

Claims 54-63 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or render 
obvious a clockwork having a balance staff that can move in a bearing possessing as 
bearing ring and bearing elements within the bearing ring and enclosing the bearing 
staff, wherein the bearing elements are made of silicon carbide, a ceramic material or a 
synthetic ruby. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
